WASHINGTON, July 20th.—The message 


from Mr. Conger was in the state de- 
partment cipher, and was transmitted 
through the Tsung-Li-Yamen and the 
Shanghai Taotai. 


At a Barter of ten Minister Wu 


handed the dispatch to Secretary} Hoy, 
who immediately called in his assistant 
secretaries and private secretary, and 
work was begun on the tianslatiqn of 
the cipher. 


No doubt is expressed by state depart- 


ment officials as to the authenticity of 
the message. It is understood that the 
message is dated the 18lh. 


The following statement has been 


given out at the state department: 


On the l*th of this month the state 


department communicated a brief mes- 
sage asking tidings of Minister Conger, 
in the state department code. 


Minister Wa undertook to get this in- 


to Minister Conger's hands, if he were 
alive. He has succeeded in doingjthia. 


This morning"'fEe state"^3epartment 


received a tslegram from Consul Gen- 
eral Goodnow at Shanghai, sajing: 


"The governor of Shan Tung informs 


me that he has received today, a cipher 
message from Conger of the 18th." 


A few minutes later Minister Wu ap- 


peared at the state department with a 
telegram from Taoti Bhang dated 20th 
July, which had been received by Min 
ister Wu at 8.30 o'clock this morning, 
reading as follows: 


"Your telegram was forwarded and as 


requested I sent reply from the Taung 
Li Yarnen as follows: 'Your telegram of 
the 15th day of this moon (llth July) 
received. The state department's tele- 
gram has been handed to Minister Con- 
ger. Herewith ia Minister Conger's re- 
ply to the stale department.'" 


As soon as the cablegram from Minis- 


ter Conger had been translated at the 
state department it was sent to the 
White house and .transmitted to the 


President. Owing to the iact that his 
train did not stop during the morning 
he could not be reached before he ar 
rived at Canton. He reached there at 
9:30 (central time), and the message was 
banded to him live minutes afterward. 


Massacre Denied. 


PAEIS, July 20.—The foreign office 


has received information from a Chinese 
source, in which, however, certain reli- 
ance may be placed, that the foreign 
ministers at Pekiu have not been massa- 
cred,

According to this information, on July 


7 the ministers were attacked and the 
legations burned, but the foreigners 
succeeded in crossing the city to Prince 
Ching's palace, which was then barri 
caded, and the Europeans were holding 
their own up to the time tho news loft. 


try and across seas, to dispel the gloom 
and bring to the officials themselves and 
the public proper a feeling of great re- 
lief. The message was in response to 
an inquiry sent to Minister Conger by 
the state department on July llth. AP 
both were in the American cipher code, 
th*>y are regarded by the officials as 
above suspicion of having been tam- 
pered with during their transmission 
through Chinese channels.

Great Diplomatic Triumph. 


WASHINGTON, July 20. — Secretary 


Long is very happy over Minister Con 
ger'ss despatch. 
All along he, of all 


the officials, has maintained that no 
massacre had occurred in Pekin and 
that the ministers were still safe. Said 
Ihe secretary: "It is a great victory for 
the state department of the United 
States. Every country in Christendom 
was employing every agency in its pos- 
session to obtain authentic news of the 
bebiegel ministers and ths United 
States is the first to give to the world 
authentic and absolutely reliable word 
direct from the place in which the be- 
leagnred 
ministers are 
garrisoned. 


There is now good reason to believe 
that the ministers will be able to hold 
out until a relieving force

them. If they have been able to stand 
the siege for almost a month after the 
outside world had given up hope, there 
seems no reason to fear that they will 
not be able to hold out a little longer.

LONDON, July 20.—A despatch from 


Tien Tsin to the Daily Express, dated 
the 18in, says: "The losses of the allies 
in the three days' fighting before the 
walled city exceed 1000. It is certain 
that several Russians and Frenchmen 
were fighting on tho Chinese side. The 
Chinese killed their own women by 
wholesale, so they would not fall into 
the hands of the Russians.

gress to be held to decide upon the course 
the powers shall pursue with respect to 
China will be largely influenced by the 
attitude of the United (States. 


China occupied the serious considera- 


tion of the cabinet. The suggestion of an 
international fougres's to discuss the en- 
tire Chinese queution has been favorably 
received in official tpiarterR here. 


Administration otllcinls said that the 


report that M. J)elrasse, the French min- 
ister of foreign affaire, had scut a circu- 
lar note to the powers proposing nn inter- 
national agreement for joint action In 
China and the future attitude of the 
pouers was an error, though they would 
not dei\y that representations had been 
made by Franco, nnd further <iueitioning 
elicited the fact that the proposition for 
convening an international congress was 
under consideration.

The situation in Cuba and the pro- 


gramme to be carried out by the United 
States were considered yesterday in the 
meeting of the cabinet and at a luncheon 
in the White House which was partici- 
pated in by the president, members of 
the cabinet and Major General Wood, 
who went over the situation in Cuba with 
the president and cabinet us fully as he 
Jid with. Secretary of War Hoot Wed- 
nesday. 


General Wood impressed his hearers 


with his conviction that matters in Cuba 
were in a satisfactory condition and that 
there would be no difficulty about the 
gradual withdrawal of troops. 


Trooy* Until After Klectlon. 


It is not the intention of the adminis- 


tration to reduce the military force in 
Cuba below 5,000 men until after tho 
general elections for delegates to the 
constitutional convention. This election 
will he hehl before the end of October 
and will bo the next step in the direction 
of the formation of the Cuban Roveru- 
muit. 


The convention will assemble as soon 


as possible after the election, and the fu- 
ture of the Cubans will then be in their 
own hands, as the organization of their 
independent government and the date 
when it is to assume its duties and re- 
sponsibilities will depend very largely 
on the action of this convention. 


It is expected that the convention will 


frame a constitution modeled tery large- 
ly on that of the United States. It will 
provide for elections to fill the various 
offices eieated, and as soon as these elec- 
tions have been held and the new officials 
installed the T'nited States will finally 
withdraw. It is thought this can be done 
in about nine months. 


Ailvoonten of Annexation. 


It is rculixcd by the administration 


that there are many advocates of the an- 
nexation of Cuba both in the inland and 
in the United States. There are strong 
advocates of annexation among the high 
officials of the administration, but no 
pressure 5*> to be exerted on the Cubans' 
in any way to attempt to bring about a 
political union with the United States. 


Annexation may come finally, but it is 


no] expected that it will come without a 
period of independence. The commercial 
advantages that can be secured to the 
Cubans by political union with the I'uit- 
ed States will probably build up a strong 
party of annexationists in the island.

leaves Nahant at 8 o'clock every morning, 
and at '8 o'clock the true Bostonian, in 
company with the same men with whom 
he has walked up and down Beacon hill 
all winter, <akes the steamer and plays 
hearts in the smoking room for an hour 
At 6 o'clock be takes the same steamer and 
plays whist with the same men for an 
hour. Why hearts in the morning and 
whist In the afternoon has never been ex- 
plained. 


The true Bostonian seldom goes out in 


the evening either in the1 city or the coun- 
try. In Beverly he can't go out, even if ho 
wishes to. The distances) are so great that 
horses are necessary, and tho avenues ore 
so steep and so dark and so winding that 
horses are impossible. 
But the true Bos 


Ionian does not go out at night. Every 
now and then he does go out, and when 
he does he—well, to put it mildly, he un- 
bends. It is related of a very well known 
and very typical Bostonian of tho olden 
school that he once walked iqto the Som- 
erset club and saw a strange face. 


"Who's that?" ho said, 
"Why, that's a stranger," said one of 


the members. 


"Punch his head," said the typical Bos- 


tonian laconically. 


A great friend of this same Bostoniarj 


moved into the suburbs of Boston to a spot 
about as far away from Boston as Jersey 
City is from tho city hall in New York.

- ^WHIMS OF BULLETS. 


Ott* Caa-X«w Tell Wlitr* They Will 


XrfKlco In the Body. 


Within tbe past'two yean Dr. Samuel 


H. Garvln, tbe jatf'physician, lias been' 
keeping the bullets extracted from tbe 
bodies of prisoners whoso wounds wpre 
dressed before tbe men wero placed behind 
tbe bars, says tbe Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal. 1'be collection rapidly increased, but 
recently Dr. Qarvln found a number of 
the bullets missing from tbe little tin box 
In which be keeps them and has never 
been able to trace then. Strolling into bis 
office in tbo jail, a reporter found the doc- 
tor closely examining tbe bullets which 
were scattered about f be table. 


"It is something remarkable," be gold, 


picking up one of tbe small slugs that was 
battered and twisted out,of shape, "bow 
tbo human body will deflect a ballet. 
Now, 
this one recalls tbe time when a 


negro was sent here Who was shot in tbe 
left shoulder. I probed for some time 
without being able to locate tbe ball and 
was about to give the search up as hope- 
less when I found it lodged securely un- 
der tbo man's tongue. He never felt it 
there and was greatly surprised when I 
out It out. Tbe operation never interfered 
with bis speech afterward. 


•"Now, tbis one reminds me of another 


peculiar case," continued tho doctor, pick- 
ing up a piece of metal that*vas curved on 
ono side and flat on tbo other. "A man 
named King was brought here recently, 
who was shot in the lower part of tho left 
jaw. I probed for the ball and succeeded 
in fading bait of tho bullet above tbe ear, 
under tho scalp. I was never able to Und 
the other half." 


Tbo ball looked as if it had been cut 


with a sharp knife, so smooth was tbo 
surface. So many persons submit them- 
selves to tho doctor's knife and thin, steel 
probe that be remembers but few of tho 
names of tbe persons upon whom he has 
operated. 
Ho cited an instance where a 


man was shot between tbe toes and the 
ball was taken out at the ankle. 


One bullet had been flattened from tbe 


broad end almost down to tho middle. 
It 


bad turned in its flight. It had struck a 
negro squarely on the forehead, but such 
was the resistance of tho thick frontal 
bone that, instead of penetrating into the 
bead, its course was abruptly stopped, and 
tho ball was out from tho skin. Had it 
been a white man, Dr. Garvln eaid, the 
bullet would have pierced tho forehead 
and entered tho brain. 


.Lying about the table wero -about -30 of 


tho little pieces of load, bent and flattened 
into every conceivable shape, caused by 
striking or grazing tho bone. Bach 1ms 
its history, but u shooting bee is an ordi- 
nary occunence, and tho jail physician sel- 
dom bothers about tho'history or the de- 
tails of tho case. 


In speaking of probtag for bullets and 


peculiar incidents in regard to shooting 
scrapes Dr. Garvln recalled the day in 18S5 
when General Lovell H. Bousscau was 
shot by Dr. Standiford in tho courthouse 
ynrd, tho provocation being apolitical dis- 
pute. General Rousseau was- carried Into 
an office on Court place, where it was 
found that ho had been shot in the center 
of tho abdomen 
When tho location of tho 


wound was discovered, tho physicians im- 
mediately gave up hope of General Roua- 
seuu's locovcry. On examination, how- 
ever, they found that tho ball hnrl struck 
tbe linen itlbu, the dense, fibrous tissue, 
about «n inch wido, that extends around 
tho abdomen. This bated the general'f. 
lifo. 
The boll circled around and lodged 


somewhere near tho spinal column and 
was never removed.

AMERICAN .BEVOLX7T10N, 
MARCH 60S, mo. 


Erected by the Bostonian Society, 1888. 


A brass tablet in the south lobby of tho 


New York general postofflce bears tbis in- 
scription : 


On the Common of the City of Now 
Yorlc near where tbis building now 
Btands, there stood from 1740 to 1770 a 
liberty pole to commemorate tho re- 
peal of the stamp act. It was repeated- 
ly destroyed by the violence of the 
Toiies, ana as repeatedly placed "by the 
Bous of Liberty, who organized a con- 
stant -wiitc-h and guard. In its defense 
the first blood of the American Revolu- 
tion won shed—Jan. 18, 1770. 


A D. T897—Erected by Mary Wash- 
ington Colonial Chapter of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Bevolution. 


Anent the issue thus raised as to where 


and when the first blood of the Bevolu- 
tion was shed, Theodore .Roosevelt, in bis 
"New York," has this to say of the affair 
of Jon. 18: 


"This was the first bloodshed in the 


struggle which culminated in tho Revolu- 
tion. It occurred six weeks before the so- 
called'Boston massacre,' an incident of 
the same kind in which, however, the 
Americans were much less clearly in the 
right than they wero in the New York 
case. Even in New York the soldiers had 
doubtless beon sorely provoked by the 
taunts and jeers of the townsmen, but 
thero was absolutely DO justification for 
their cutting down the liberty pole, and 
the New Yorkers were perfectly right In 
refusing to submit tamely to such an out- 
rage. The chief fault seems to have lain 
with tho garrison officers, who should 
have kept their men under restraint or 
else have taken immediate stops to remedy 
the wrong they did in cutting down tho 
polo."—New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser.

These sheets of'Wh 
ter are the natural homes of tho ema] 
mouth black bass, and ex-Fish Comniis 
sloner Dennis asserts that tbe small mouth 
black bass that inhabit the various wat%s 
of this country come originally froin that 
group of Indiana lakes. Nowhere else on 
tbe continent, except in a small lake near 
Glens Fajls, N. IT., have these fish been

mouth block buss on record wascaughtby 
A. X. Cheney of Glens Falls in tholako I 
mentioned. It weighed ten pounds. But

OLD JIM BRIDGER. 


A Rocky Mountain Guide Who Thought 


KCunchaugen Was a XJar. 


Sir George Gore, a wealthy Irish sports- 


man, began in 1855 a bunting expedition 
among the Kooky mountains which occu- 
pied two years and exceeded anything of 
the kind over seen on this continent. The 
outfit consisted of GO persons, including 
secretaries, a steward, cooks,' fjyroakers, 
dog tenders, servants, a train of 30 wagons 
and numerous saddle horses and dogs. 


Old Jim Bridgor was Sir George's guido 


and interpreter, and no man on the fron- 
tier know tho glens and passes of the 
mountains so accurately as ho did. Though 
illiterate and as unconventional «s an In- 
dian, Bridgcr was honest, kind, generous 
and shrewd—just tho man to attract the 
Irish sportsman. 


In his "Old Santa Fo Trail" Colonel 


Inman describes tho companionship of the 
two men—ono a rich, educated, whole 
eoulod Irish nobleman, the other n man 
who from boyhood had lived on the plains, 
depending on his tact and rifle for food 
and life.

Wo havo a reasonably dufliiito account in 
Orosiusof buy whaling having boon car- 
ried on from tho North cape along the 
shoros of tho Wbitt) sou in tho ninth ron- 
tury. liuugobuk, n Danish wrltor, asserts 
jiositlvoly that tho Norwegians wcro thu 
pioneers of whale hunting on tho coasts of 
tliuir own country about tho year 870.
